And make a special measurement 
of the shoulders. A good idea suggests it­ 
self from the experience of the cleaning industry. 
Take the 
garment before it’s washed or cleaner, lay it on a clean piece 
of cardboard which will not fade, outline the garment, cut out 
the marked area. That is the shape to which the garment 
should be restored. Use lukewarm water and the mildest of 
soaps or detergents. Squeeze gently. 
After washing, roll tile 
garment in a towel to remove excess moisture, then merely lay 
th damp garment on your “tem plate” and gently stretch to the 
required shape. Or, if you’ve done a good job of cutting, you 
may be able to slip the garment over the board. Dry in the 
shade. 


2. SIZE THE GARMENT. This is one of the most effective 
of all ways to help a sweater or knit garment keep its shape 
Not all garments can be safely sized, nor does the sizing last 
forever. But if properly done. not only will von have a garment 
of the identical size and shape after washing as it was before, 
but it will resist soiling and wear longer. 


However, let us emphasize again, don’t experiment. Wfagr 
not instead, let the experts do the job—-and do It right?

Be Submitted 
Questions May 
To Voters Soon

ently will be submitted to voters of Esca­ 
naba soon, perhaps on Dec. 7 when a spe­ 
cial election is contemplated cm the propos­ 
ed new city charter.

“I suppose this will strike you as a Rip- 
Van-Winkleish letter,” writes 
a 
Kansas 
City (Mo.) correspondent, “but I have been 
wondering about what has happened 
to 
the language of baseball in the past tw en­ 
ty years or so. In my youth I was a devot­ 
ed follower of the game and could spout 
Harry Heiimann’s life-time batting aver­ 
age, Babe Ruth's pitching record with the 
old Red Sox and I knew by heart the bat­ 
ting order of the Miracle Braves of 1914. 
Then I got to traveling a lot and sort of lost 
track of the game. 
“Now I am bedridden and, once again, 
I find baseball becoming an absorbing in­ 
terest for me. But what has happened to 
the ‘drop’ and ‘slow ball' of 
yesteryear? 
And what's a 
‘Ruby 
Foo’ 
home 
run? 
You’ll be helping an oldtimer out if you’ll 
clear a few' of these things up for me.” 
Frankly I didn’t think anybody but my* 
self still remembered the Babe as a pitch­ 
er—and a darned good one, too. Still and 
all. I’m sure you’ll find that, despite a few 
changes in terminology, the game 
hasn’t 
changed much. The “drop” you lament 
is 
still a useful tool in the repertory of every 
big league pitcher—only now it’s called a 
“slider.” And the “slow bail” ie 
now 
a 
“floater” or “change-up pitch”—this lat­ 
ter, 
apparently, 
a 
shortened 
form 
of 
“ohange-of-pace pitch.” 
I don’t recall the term “on deck” in use 
a quarter-centuiy ago. Now, of course, it 
refers to the player due to bat next after 
the man at the plate. Another phrase often 
used by broadcasters is “in the hole.” A 
pitcher ie in the hole, for example, when 
he has given up three balls and pitched 
only one strike. Sometime* this same idea 
is expressed by saying that the pitcher ie 
"behind” the batter. And, just to compound 
your confusion further, the phrase “in the 
hole” is also used to describe the batter 
following the man who is “on 
deck”—in 
other words, the player who is two turns 
away from his time at bat. 
The “Ruby Foo home 
run” 
you 
ask 
about is a sportswriter’® imaginative vari­ 
ation on the phrase “Chinese home run”— 
Ruby Foo being the name of 
a 
famous 
Chinese restaurant owner. And a Chinese 
home run, in turn, is what in an earlier 
day w’ould have been called a “scratch” or 
“fluke” homer. Dusty Rhodes’ homer in the 
first game of the recent world series was 
a well-nigh classic “Chinese” home run. 
Because it bounced 
just 
out 
of 
reach 
against the short Polo Grounds right field 
fence, it was scored a homer, 
though 
it 
v/ould have ben an easy out in many other 
big-league parks. 


Although some officials have 
indicated 
that Dec. 7 is too early to fully 
acquaint 
the voters wuth all of the facts and issues 
involved in the electric problem, others be­ 
lieve that there is sufficient time interven­ 
ing before the election to present all of the 
information that voters will need to make 
an intelligent appraisal of the situation. 
We concur in the latter viewpoint. The 
electric power problem has been 
studied 
and restudied by various groups, engineers 
and laymen, for a period of several years. 
The latest of these surveys will be report­ 
ed by the firm of Pfeifer and Shultz, about 
Nov. I. 
All of the various developments kl the 
power situation have been fully reported to 
the people of Escanaba as these develop­ 
ments occurred. Every aspect of the situa­ 
tion will be completely covered in advance 
of a special election so that others 
will 
know’ all the facts concerning the power 
issue. 
We agree with Mayor Harlan 
Yelland 
that there is no need for further delay in 
solving a problem that is of such impor­ 
tance to the city of Escanaba. 
The city has three possible solutions to 
its electric problem: J. Sell the distribution 
system to Upper 
Peninsula 
Power 
and 
Light. Co., who would in turn construct a 
generating plant in 
the Escanaba area to 
supply the city’s power needs. 2. Accept a 
10-year contract w’ith Alger-Delta Electric 
Cooperative to provide wholesale power to 
the city which would then retain its dis­ 
tribution system. I. Build 
a 
municipal 
electric generating plant. 
The first of these solutions requires ap­ 
proval by the voters of Escanaba 
by 
a 
3-5th majority. 
The proposals discussed by 
the 
City 
Council at its session last Thursday 
for 
possible submission to the voters would be 
an advisory referendum, 
presumably 
to 
determine which of 
the 
three 
possible 
solutions may be most acceptable to 
the 
voters. This would not require a 3-5ths vote 
in support of the sale of the 
distribution 
system to prevail but the decision would 
not be final. 
However, if the advisory vote indicated 
preference for a sale of the 
distribution 
system, a second election would be neces­ 
sary. In this election the only issue on the 
ballot would concern the sale of the dis­ 
tribution system and in this selection an 
affirmative vote of 60 per cent would be 
required before the sale could be consum­ 
mated. 
There is a possible course of action that 
would preclude the necessity of two elec­ 
tions and that would 
be 
for 
the 
City 
Council to approve the sale of the distribu­ 
tion system to the Upper Peninsula Power 
and Light Co., subject to the 
referendum 
which would require a 3-5th majority of 
the voters. This is not necessarily the best 
course of action, however, and it is uncer­ 
tain that the Council prefers to follow this 
course.

Modern Methods Help Ease 


Women's Fear of Childbirth

It may be arsumed, I think, tiiat no man 
• can talk with complete authority about the 
sen a lions of childbirth. Certain it is, how­ 
ever, that tho pains oi 
childbirth 
have 
bee i the subject of discussion among wom­ 
en since the world began and that many 
young mothers approach this occasion with 
lea. in then hearts. 
An example of this dread comes from a 
correspondent who writes in part, “I want 
to ask you what is 
natural 
childbirth? 
With ail the potential danger 
that 
goes 
with every pregnancy 
what 
is 
natural 
about childbirth? I would 
suggest 
thai 
some other word be used to describe this 
agonizing experience.” Wrho, 
among 
us 
men, can deny the writer? 
WE CAN CLAIM, it is true that child­ 
birth us a natural phenomenon in that it 
has been ordered by nature that human 
beings should be brought into the world 
the way tiny are. W’e can also cite other 
members of her sex who have not found 
childbirth a terrifying or 
even 
long-re­ 
membered painful experience. Finally, and 
it is this which seems 
most 
significant, 
the e appear* to be no 
doubt 
whatever 
that the attitude of a woman toward hoi 
confinement exerts a considerable 
influ­ 
ence on the ease of the labor itself. 
Fear of labor, w hich brings about a more 
difficult and painful experience than child­ 
birth itself, has brought about studies 
of 
what hat come lo be ceded “natural eta id- 
birth.” 


rise aim of this method of management 
is to increase the safety of labor and to 
lessen the pain thereof, It does not involve 
the elimination of anesthetic pain reducers 
nor does it mean that labor can be 
con­ 
ducted without any pain whatsoever. 
THE PRINCIPAL IDEA back of “natur­ 
al childbirth” involves instruction during 
pregnancy designed to eliminate fear, ex­ 
cursus in relaxation, muscle control and 
breathing, the skilled management of lab- 
or itself, and at the time of delivery, en­ 
couragement of the most efficient coordi­ 
nated muscular efforts. 
These principles when 
employed 
by 
physicians who believe in them and have 
had experience with the methods involv­ 
ed have many advocates both among wom­ 
en and the medical profession. 
IT SHOULD BE remembered, however, 
that many features of the care Of mothers 
celure, during and after labor are respons­ 
ible J or the remarkable improvement 
iii 
the safety of mother and child and that 
other methods are also available to lessen 
the pain itself. 
Today, tile mother in childbirth does not 
have to rely on calmness 
and 
fortitude 
alone. She does not have to select the pain 
reliever herself since several methods are 
almost equally good and the physician in 
charge of delivery can 
select 
the 
most 
suitable method on the basis of his experi­ 
ence and the particular demands of the

that the Republicans deserved lo win. But, 
if die reports from far and wide are to be 
credited, this is the election they are going 
to lose. A highly placed Republican in the 
Eisenhower administration said 
privately 
to this w riter the other day: “ lf the Demo­ 
crats get control of Congress, it will not be 
because they won the election but because 
the Republicans lost it.” 
The distinction goes lo the 
heart 
of 
present-day political custom* 
and 
prac­ 
tices. 


For the American people have not yet 
been told why they should be grateful to 
the Republican administration at Washing­ 
ton, and it may be wondered w’hether down 
at the grass roots there will be adequate 
organization work done between now and 
election day to get the simple truth lo the 
voters. 
RAVED FROM CRASH 
That truth is best expressed 
by 
lh is 
statement: The American people were sav­ 
ed from the worst economic crash in his­ 
tory when the ending of the Korean war 
forced a curtailment of government ex­ 
penditures and started a downward spiral 
of unemployment. 
Timely measures prevented the unem­ 
ployment rolls from reaching more 
than 
about 5 per cent. This is a relatively low 
figure. 
It is true that there are 3,100.000 unem­ 
ployed in America now, but there 
were 
close to 9.000,000 in 1934 when the Roose­ 
velt administration succeeded in 
winning 
the biggest majority in Congree* that the 
Democratic party ever had. 
What the unemployed today may 
not 
realize is that their best chance for 
em­ 
ployment is in the steady building 
of a 
stable economy. 
What the 60,000,000 who are employed 
do not realize is that the 3,100,000 figure of 
unemployed would have grown substanti­ 
ally larger if the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion had not taken prompt measures 
to 
steady the national economy and cushion 
the shock that came W’ith the ending of 
the Korean war. 
Never has so much been done in such a 
short time to avert a major 
depression. 
European statesmen 
who 
are 
detached 
from American politics privately sing the 
praises of the Eisenhower 
administration 
and say it has aversed a world-wide eco- 
nonuc disaster that could have given the 
Communists a bigger chance than ever be­ 
fore to penetrate the countries of the free 
world. 
DRAFT CALLS CUT 
la k e the highly emotional issue of peace 
or war. In 1952 the nation was troubled not 
so much by the number actually engaged 
in Korea but by the potential 
numbers 
about to be drafted for a prolonged 
war. 
The Eisenhower administration 
has 
re­ 
duced the draft calls and has pledged that 
it will not go into more wars without the 
consent of the People's agents—the Con- 
gross of the United States. 
An important campaign was 
won 
in 
1916 by the Democrats on 
the 
iroue 
oi 
peace. Today peace is as deeply emotional 
an issue as it ever was, but one hears lit­ 
tle about it on the stump and in the pre­ 
cincts where the voters are soon to 
be 
mobilized. 
Take the question of 
Communists 
in 
government. Vice President Nixon has just 
expressed it effectively in saying: 
“We find that the issue in 1952 was not 
the issue oi the relative loyalty 
of

Democrats and the Republicans. That was 
never the issue then—it is not the

now. I he issue was not the loyalty of those 
in high places. It was their blindness. 
“There were a lew men, unfortunately, 
'n the previous administration who under­ 
estimated this Communist danger, and who 
covered it up when it was brought to their 
attention. They made the greatest

J. Edgar Hoover and tile FBI.

Distances And Speeds 
Changed By New Sea Mile 
The Bible 
Can You Quote It? 


W A S HI NG TO N—On Se pt e rn bet 
30 New York and San Francisco 
stood 2,600 air mile* apart. This 
month the straight-line flying dis­ 
tance is only 2,260 miles. 
East and west coasts have not 
Hiddenly moved 
closer together, 
nor have the airlines found 
a 
shortcut. The difference lie- in the 
word “miles.” 
After five years of preparation, 
civil aviation in the United States 
has officially switched from sta­ 
tute or “ land” miles to nautical 
miles and knots in repotting dis­ 
tances and speeds. Pilots, towel

use sea language, as military air­ 
man of all branches have done 
since 1947. 
Sea Mile Longer 
The nautical mile, 800 feet long­ 
er than the familiar legal mile of 
5,280 feet, is also the geographical 
mile ot the mapmaker, the Na­ 
tional G eographical Society says 
By definition it is the1 length oi 
one minute of are, I /60th ol a 
degree, 
measured 
on a great- 
eircle girth of the earth. The world 
around is thus exactly 60 times 
360 degress, 
or 21,000 nautical 
miles. 
Long taken in tile United Static 
to be 6,080.20 toot. the nautical 
mile itself has changed recently. I 
The National Bureau of Standards j 
announced in August 
that 
this j 
country had 
adopted the inter-! 
national nautical mile, some four 
feet shorter, or 6,076.10 feet in all. 
A knot, a measure of speed rath­ 
er than of distance, is simply one 
nautical mile per hour. The term 
comes from sailing ship days, from 
knots actually tied in a vessel’s log 
line by which speed was gauged. 
Since nautical miles are longer! 


than land miles, both distances and 
speeds in the 
new terminology

It took thousands of years for 
man to take accurate measure of 
distance on great sweeps of the 
earth's surface. Tile ability 
re­ 
quired precise maps and charts, 
navigating instruments, and ex­ 
ploration itself. 
Even the e a rlie r people, how­ 
ever, used measurements that have 
come down to modern terminology. 
They took their cue from the hu ­ 
man body: the length ol a foot, 
tile width of a hand, tile distance 
spa lined by outstretched arms, so 
many paces in a day's travel. 
The “mile” originated in Roman 
times, from the term ‘ mille pas- 
suum,” oi 
1,000 paces. Since the 
Roman 
pace was two steps, or 
approximately five feet, the land 
mile even then was about 5,000 
feet. It is by no means uniform 
today; the Danish “mil” is 4.68 
United States miles, for example, 
while most of Europe uses the 
kilometer, which is only 0.621 ol 
a mile. 
Both Romans and Greeks used 
the “stadium ”—about 600 feet— 
as a measure of travel. Tile m athe­ 
matician Eratosthenes won immor­ 
tality by measuring the sun's an­ 
gle from two points in Egypt and 
computing 
the circumference of

Earth's earliest ‘‘standard meas­ 
ure” probably was the Egyptian 
cubit. 20.62 inches. Supposedly it 
represented the distance from the 
elbow to Ihe tip of the middle 
finger. In multiples of

1,000, this ancient measuring rod 
built the great pyramids of tile 
pharaohs. 
The arms-out.su etched distance 
became for the early Saxons of 
Europe

England, 
as

“ faction” or ta thorn. 
the 
basic 
measurement on both 
land and 
water. One fathom, even today, 
equals six feet. It divides into two 
yards, originally 
a clothmaker's 
measure. The rod, chain, furlong, 
and mile all were related to the 
old Saxon fathom. The mariner's 
“cable length” is still 120 fathoms 
or 720 feet in the United States 
Navy. 
The furlong is short for “one 
furrow long,” supposedly the dis­ 
tance oxen could plow 
without 
.stopping to rest. It s now otficially 


220 yards. The inch was defined 
in King Edward ll s time as equal 
to three grains of barley laid end 
to end. Even today shoe sizes vary 
by barleycorns, or thirds of an 
inch. 
Kenning And Ko* 
Many odd measures of distance 
came and went. In 16th century 
England, seamen used the term 
“kenning”—the distance a voyager 
could see on a clear day. It usually 
meant 20 miles. In India, a “kos” j 
or “krosh” was the distance a r u n - j 
lier could travel with a branch 
broken from a bush before t h e 1 
leaves wilted—anywhere from one 
to three miles. 
Modern measurement is a science 
of unbelievable accuracy and of 
vast scope. The physicist’s aug - 1 
strom units, some 254.000,000 to 
the inch, are used to measure light 
waves. Astronomers, on the other 
hand., use a light-year—roughly 
6,000.000.000.000 miles — to mark 
the distances between stars and 
galaxies.
